^ A concerted, eight-year effort by 
Pthe South Korean government to in- 
^fluence members of Congress with 
'icash, gifts and! parties was outlined 
■ publicly for the^^ first time yesterday 
'^with the unsealing of a 36-count fel- 
r/ony indictment against Korean biisi- 
•'messman Tongsun Park. 

;■ The indictment, which had been 
■r'sealed Mnce being handed down by a 
;; federal grand: jury in Washington 
-'Aug. ,26;!, charges that Park was a se- 
■eret agent of the Korean goyemment 
.'who conspired with two former direc- 
!' tors of the Korean Cefitral Intelli- 
.gence Agency and former Eep. Rich- 
!lard T. Hanna (D-Calif.") “to defraud 
f the citizens of the United States” of

their right to have their elected offi- 
"cialsin Congress act free of bias and 
corruption. 

It alleges that (Park, “with the 
knowledge and under, the direction of 
the KCIA,” ; worked with Hanna to 
make campaign contributions and 
- cash gifts, promote trips to Korea and 
sponsor elaborate parties at the 
Korean-government-inspired George 
Town Club in Washington in the at- 
tempt! to gain, favor wjth , members of 
Congress. ' . ! . ’ 

Justice Department officials said 
they knew of no other case where 
such wide-ranging charges have been 
made about the .lobbying efforts of a 
foreign government, ‘ 

Attorney General Griffin B. Bell 
■ said yesterday in announcing that the 
indictment had been unsealed that he

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! While Hanna is named as the recipi- 
ent in the two bribery statute charges 
against Park, he was named only as 
an unindicted co-conspirator, , along 
with the two former KCIA directors. 

Benjamin R. Civiletti, head of the 
Justice Department’s ; CriiAinal Divi- 
sion, said yesterday that Hanna was 
not cooperating in the investigation. 
Cooperation with the prosecution is 
usually the sign of an unindicted co- • 
conspirator. Civiletti indicated that 
the department has insufficient evi- 
dence to indict the former congress- 
man on such counts. , h,.- . , , 

Justice Department attorneys have 
expressed concern that evidence 
. against some potential congressional 
. targets of the investigation might be 
inadmissible because the Cbnstitu- 



tibii’s speech imd debate clause pro- 
tects legislators in their actions. 

Hanna’s attorney, Charles McNeils, 
said yesterday that his client flatly de- , 
_ nies any implication that he was 
' bribed. He noted that Hanna had a 
publicly known business relationship ; 
iwlth Park whUe in Cbngress. Any fa- 
Vors he did for South Korea came 
■ from a “long-standing friendship to- 
ward that country,” he added. 

The indictment nambs 20 House 
members and four senators who re- 
ceived money from Park. Most of the 
donations to House members have 
been mentioned before in stories 
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about the progress of , the more-fhan 
year-long Justice Department investi- 
gation, and most would have been 
legal at the . time if the recipient - 
didn’t know that Park was a foreign 
agent. ' «■ - - 

The indictment does mention 
$10,000 in contributions to the 1971-72 
governor’s race of then Rep- Edwin ’ 
W. Edwards (D-La), and $l,b00 to 
Rep. William Broomfield (R-Hl-). 
Both have previously denied getting 
any such money from Park. 

In addition, the 30-page outline df 
the charges for the first time men- • 
tions present and former senators 
who got money from Park. They are 
former Sen.
